The  Fairfax  County  School  Board  envi¬ 
sioned  and  formulated  plans  for  a  new 
school,  Lake  Braddock,  in  1968.  At  this 
point  in  time  the  Glen  Construction 
Company  came  into  the  picture.  Un¬ 
der  their  instruction  twenty  sub-con¬ 
tractors  were  appointed  to  help  with 
the  building  of  our  school. 

Our  school  was  the  result  of  the  high 
population  growth  and  many  new  sub¬ 
divisions  being  built  in  the,, area.  The 
choice  of  constructing  an  ‘‘open 
school”  was  made  by  the  School 
Board  because  the  public  and  educa¬ 
tional  responses  to  this  concept  had 
been  enthusiastic. 


The  groundwork  began  in  October  of 
1971  for  what  was  to  be  the  predece- 
sor  of  a  new  and  innovative  concept  in 
modern  education — Lake  Braddock 
Secondary  School.  Life  was  given  to  a 
unique  institution  in  which  the  recent 
open-classroom  theory  of  teaching  re¬ 
placed  the  more  traditional  methods. 
Under  his  care,  supervision,  never  end¬ 
ing  interest,  and  after  many  months  of 
staff  and  curriculum  planning  at 
Robinson  Secondary  School,  Mr.  John 
Alwood,  the  school’s  principal,  first  in¬ 
troduced  Lake  Braddock  to  the  com¬ 
munity  in  January  of  1972. 
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In  April,  1973,  while  the  construction 
crews  worked  on  the  unique  habitat 
for  the  Braddock  Bruins,  a  mass 
meeting  of  about  300  future  Lake 
Braddock  students  from  Robinson 
and  West  Springfield  High  Schools 
was  held  for  the  purpose  of  choosing 
the  school  colors,  purple  and  gold. 
The  development  of  the  school’s  own 
identity,  character  and  spirit  had 
begun,  only  to  culminate  with  the  ori¬ 
entation  meetings  in  May.  These  ses¬ 
sions  enabled  Mr.  Alwood  and  three 
other  staff  members  Mr.  Price,  Mr. 
Carson  and  Mrs.  Walker,  to  inform  stu¬ 
dents  from  area  elementary,  junior 
and  senior  high  schools  about  the 
novel  change  in  education,  to  which 
the  students  reacted  with  enthusiasm 
and  positive  responses. 

August  1,  1973,  was  the  day  when  the 
cold,  expansive  building  of  red  brick 
and  cement  was  transformed  into  a 
home,  full  of  people  who  were 
interested  in  creating  unity  between 
teacher  and  student,  faculty  and  com¬ 
munity 
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The  successful  Barbeque  on  August  26, 
1973,  was  a  true  indication  of  such  inter¬ 
est  on  the  part  of  students,  parents  and 
faculty  members.  When  the  2400  stu¬ 
dents  finally  opened  the  first  school  ses¬ 
sion  on  September  4,  1973,  their  eager¬ 
ness,  spirit  and  youthful  reflections  per¬ 
fected  the  final  transition  from  the  many 
long  months  of  thought  and  planning  at 
Robinson  to  the  realization  of  new 
theories,  new  ideas,  and  new  ideals  at 
Lake  Braddock  Secondary.  Activity 
replaced  blueprints. 


Red  lights  blinking  on  buses.  .  . 
chains  around  poles,  tying  up  bikes. 
.  .thundering  footfalls  descending 
from  buses.  .  .slamming  car  doors. . 
.stumbling  along  unfinished  side¬ 
walks.  .  .all  evidences  of  opening 
day  activities. 

For  the  first  time  we  attended  all 
classes  even  though  we  had  a  short¬ 
ened  schedule  due  to  the  incom- 
pleted  construction  of  the  cafeteria. 

At  the  same  time  we  could  not 
understand  what  we  were  doing  in 
school — the  air-conditioning  was 


faulty,  we  were  too  many  students 
for  too  few  tables  and  chairs, 
seventh  graders  were  busily  mani¬ 
pulating  their  conbinations,  eighth 
graders  were  socializing  at  every 
opportunity,  ninth  and  tenth  gra¬ 
ders  were  searching  for  smoking 
areas:  but  we  were  all  mastering  our 
schedules  and  handbooks,  confi¬ 
dent  that  someone  knew  what  was 
happening. 

Our  shortened  schedule  continued 
for  two  weeks,  and  as  we  were  about 
to  get  used  to  changing  thirty-five 
minute  classes  without  bells,  the 


cafeteria  was  completed  and  we 
were  on  full  days  starting  Septem¬ 
ber  17.  At  last  we  had  a  place  to  eat, 
but  we  had  to  start  brown-bagging 
it,  for  the  kitchens  were  not  yet  in 
use. 

The  absence  of  walls  was  growing 
less  obvious  while  the  "openness” 
was  becoming  routine.  We  were  be¬ 
ginning  to  form  together  to  involve 
our  new  surroundings  in  our  learn¬ 
ing  experience.  We  were  unique;  we 
were  pioneers.

First,  did  you  know  that  our  cafeteria  offers  up  to  five  selections 
every  day  on  its  menu: 

1.  Regular  luncheon 

2.  Hamburger  luncheon 

3.  Hotdog  luncheon 

4.  Salad  luncheon 

5.  Soup  and  crackers 

The  first  four  of  these  meet  government  standards  for  what  is  called 
a  ‘‘Type  A  lunch”.  Well,  we  didn't  have  any  idea  what  a  ‘‘Type  A  lunch” 
was,  so  we  asked  .  .  .  the  “Type  A  Lunch”  is  composed  of  a  least  two 
ounces  of  ready  to  serve  protein  rich  food,  at  least  3/4  of  a  cup  of  fruit 
and/or  vegetables,  a  1/2  pint  of  whole  or  low  fat  milk,  a  slice  of  en¬ 
riched  bread  and  a  pat  of  butter  or  margarine. 

We  also  learned  this  meal  is  designed  to  provide  one-third  of  a  stu¬ 
dent's  daily  food  requirements.

All  food  for  these  meals  is  prepared  in  our  own  kitchen.  No  packaged  mixes  or  prepared 
foods  of  any  kind  are  used  to  prepare  our  lunches.  Mrs.  Rademacher  said  all  our  cafeteria 
workers  have  children  in  Fairfax  County  Schools,  enjoy  being  around  students  and  enjoy 
cooking  very  much.  She  added  that  she  and  her  staff  have  a  strong  interest  in  making  the 
Lake  Braddock  Cafeteria  the  best  in  the  county.  She  also  said  (which  we  found  hard  to 
believe)  our  students  here  at  Lake  Braddock  have  been  very  good  about  keeping  the  cafe¬ 
teria  clean.  Mrs.  Rademacher  said  she  wanted  to  thank  the  student  body  for  the  pride 
they  have  taken  in  their  cafeteria. 

One  of  the  innovations  at  the  Lake  Braddock  Cafeteria  is  the  cari-all  plastic  tray.  These 
eliminate  the  use  of  the  permanent  type  of  dinnerware  which  had  a  high  loss  rate  and  an 
accompanying  cost  of  installing  and  maintaining  a  dishwasher. 

Another  innovation  is  the  pot  washing  machine  which  only  Lake  Braddock  and  Chantilly 
have  and  which  eliminates  the  hand-washing  of  pots  in  each  department.

Some  bears  seem  cumbersome  and  slow,  but  the  Bruin  bear  is  capable  of 
amazing  speed.  For  short  distances  he  can  travel  at  nearly  thirty  miles  per 
hour. 

The  average  weight  of  a  large  male  Bruin  is  three  hundred  pounds.  He  may  be 
nearly  three  feet  high  at  the  shoulders  wben  he  is  on  all  fours.  When  he  stands 
up  on  hind  legs  he  may  be  well  over  six  feet  tall! 

This  magnificent  animal  easily  adapts  itself  to  variations  in  climate  topp- 
graphy  and  food  conditions. 

Bears  may  often  seem  inspired  by  mischievousness,  but  they  also  have  bad 
tempers,  for  a  Bruin  will  fly  into  a  great  rage  when  his  desires  are  thwarted. 
He  will  work  himself  into  a  frenzy  when  a  locked  cabin,  box  or  can  keeps  him 
from  food.  His  mood  can  change  from  one  of  playfulness  to  one  of  irrational, 
hot  anger  without  warning.  A  Bruin  will  become  ferocious  when  food  is  of¬ 
fered  and  then  withheld,  or  when  defending  her  young. 

The  North  American  black  bear,  or  Bruin,  is  more  powerful  than  any  animal 
of  equal  size.  This  power  enables  him  to  crush  the  skull  of  a  deer  with  a  single 
blow  or  drag  a  300  pound  logalong  with  him  after  he  has  become  entangled 
in  a  trap.  The  stomach  of  one  bear  was  opened  to  display  two  quarts  of  yellow 
jackets.  He  had  swallowed  them  whole!  "Mm mm,  good!’’ 

Bears  love  honey.  They  will  raid  wild  bee  trees  or  farmer’s  bee  hives.  They 
have  even  climbed  telegraph  poles  and  torn  wires  down  because  they  mis¬ 
took  the  "hum”  for  the  droning  of  bees. 

During  the  spring,  summer  and  fall  the  bears  of  northern  latitudes  have  no 
fixed  homes  and  roam  widely  throughout  their  area.  In  winter,  however,  they 
retire  into  their  lairs  and  spend  most  of  their  time  in  deep  sleep.  Frequently, 
they  are  partially  enclosed  by  a  wall  of  ice  formed  by  the  moisture  of  their 
breath.  This  deep  sleep  is  not  recognized  as  hibernatioh  beqause  body  tem¬ 
perature,  pulse  rate,  and, other  physiological  changes  do  not  come  to  a  com¬ 
plete  stand-still  as  in  true  hibernation.  . 

The  following  pages  take  us  into  the  habitat  of  the  "Lake  Braddock  Bruins.” 
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Debbie  Moyer . . .  ‘‘Oh,  Mr.  Shoun,  please,  don’t  put  that  picture  in  the  book." 
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Is  it  the  little  red-bricked  building  resting  at  the  top  of  a 
small  hill  with  one  room  and  a  pot-belly  stove?  Or ...  is  it 
a  mile-long  maze?
